Japan's Ultimatum 

to Germany 


Tokio, Aug. 17, 2.30 am— 
Japan bas sent an ultimatum to 
Germany demanding that she 


withdraw her warships and evacu- 
ate Kiau Chau, Unless Germany 
unconditionally accepts by Auy, 
23, Japau will take action, 

The ultimatum is as follows : 

* We consider it highly import. 
ant and necessary in the present 
situation to take measures to re- 
move the causes of disturbances of 
peace ia the Far East, and to sate. 
guard the general interests as con- 
templated by the agreen ent of 
alliance between Japan and Great 
Britain, In order to secure a firm 
and enduring peace in Eastern 
Asia, the establishment of which 
is the aim of the said agreement, 
the imperial Japanese government 
sincerely believes it to be its duty 
to give the advice to the imperial 
German government to carry out 
the following two propositions : 

“First, to withdraw immediately 
from Japanese and Chinese waters 
German men-of-war and armed 
vessels of all kinds and to disarm 
at once those which cannot be so 
withdrawn, 

“Second, to deliver on a date 
not later than September 15 to the 
imperial Japanese authorities, 
without condition or compensation, 
tho entire leased territory of Kiau 
Chau, with a view to the eventual 
restoration of the same to China, 

“Tho Imperial Japanese govern. 
ment announces at the same time 
that in the event of it not receiving 
by moon on August 23, 1914, an 
answer from the imperial povern- 
ment of Germany its unconditional 
acceptance of the above advice 
offered by the imperial government 
of Japan, Japan will be compelled 
to take such action as she may 
deem necessary to meet the situ. 
ation,”

A Far-Seeing Scot Has Solved the 


Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 
Real Joint Stock Company. 


A canny Scot has solved the old 
problem of how to keep the boy on 
the farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation and 
dividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 
a city business, 4 factory, store or 
mill. 

The father, John McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor- 
poration by the vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son general man- 
ager, and another son secretary and 
treasurer. 

One eon was made superintendent 
of the Log department, all full blood- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for the horses. Between two 
other sons the cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
charge of the home. Each child was 
made superinteadent of _ some divi- 
sion of the ‘arm work and given su- 
preme authority in his or her de- 
partment. 

“| thought the matter over for a 

Jong time,” said ‘he far-seeing Scot, 

telling of his plans. “Then 1 finally 

drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans I suggested we call 
*the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot-} 
land where I was born. He incer- 
porated the farm with a paid up capt- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock. I had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporauion, 

“A few days later I called the child- 
ren into the parlor one morning af- 
ter breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a surp.ise. There were five| 
sons and four daughters. I had cap- 
italized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided the etock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling 
Then LI presented each child with a 
block of stock, The plan I had out- 
lined was for them to keep at work, 
‘buy some of my stock each year, 80

In only one important particular) 
does the McCallum corporation differ | 
from the usual one, The checkbook | 
ig a decided fanovation. Mr. McCal- 
lum had a special set of checks print- 
ed Each year a certain percentage 
of the surplus is set aside. Each di- 
rector may write a check on this sur- 
plus fund endorred on the check 
what the money is for and cash it 
without asking the permission of any 
other director, 

Only once has there been a very 
decided difference of opinion among 
the directors.

RURAL MANHOOD 


Religious Education Should be More 
Practical, and Less Sectarian 
and Doctrinal 


Some time ago I made the discov- 
éry of an oxcel'ent little magazine de- 
voted to rura: social welfare. This is 
called Rural Manhood, and is the or- 
gan of the country work of the 
Y.M.C.A. in villages, towns and open 
country of North America. Teachers 
and preachers and other leaders in 
country work will find this litile 
monthly journal decidedly helpful aud 
stimulating. 

In an asticle on religious teaching 
in the country, Prefossor Fiske of 
Oberlin calls attention to some of the 
strong and also some of the, weak 
points on religious education as com- 
monly found in country districts. 

“In most country communities the 
social structure is simple and social 
resources nieagre. Therefore person- 
ality is the main usset, and the deter- 
mining factor in our problems. Here, 
more than in the city, personality 
counts heavily, an religious life and 
teaching depends upon it more than 
upon metlod or system or organiza- 
tion. This doubtless accounts for tue 
fact that some country communities 
have had a rema:kable record for de- 
veloping character and discovering 
latent lead :rship. A few great humble 
sculs (perhaps but one) have lived 
there; and this accounts for it. Per- 
haps they have cheerfully broken 
most of the laws of pedagogy and 
have never dreamed of it! The sheer 
force of character has succeeded in 
spite of it. 

With these corcessions, I shall not 
be misjudged if ! mention some of the 
faults often found in country com- 
munities, “nich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effective development of ve- 
ligious education. 

The ordinary agencies for religious 
influence are the home, the church, 
the minister, the Sunday school, the 
country woik of the Y.M.C.A. and the 
public school \eacher. The latter has 


WHAT DARWIN SOUGHT 


The Missing Lin': In the Person of a 
Rejected Finn 

The missitg link between man and 
monkey, which Darwin looked for, but 
never found—a man-ape, with all the 
characteristics of our alleged  tree- 
climbing ancestors except a tail—was 
found at Ellis Island in the person 
of a rejected Finn, and described re- 
cently to the Bugenic Research as- 
sociation at Columbia University by 
Dr. Howard Knox, assistant surgeon 
of the United Siates Public Health 
Service, at Ellis Island, who ,said he 
was the most perfect specimen of an 
ape in human form. 

The rare human being was a tele- 
phone lineman, aad “if you will ex- 
ercise: sume imagination,” said Dr. 
Knox, “you will see the man’s occupa- 
tion of climbing poles was particu- 
larly well suited to his make-up, since 


he may have inherited the ability 
from wis ancestors.” 
Dr. Knox in his paper on “The 


Problem of the Mentally Unflit Amoog 
Immigrants,” said: “The case I am 
speaking of Was a Finn, 39 years oid. 
The man was of striking appear- 
ance, both from the standpoint of the 
archaeologist ‘and the anthropologist. 
One familiar with the reconstruction 
of the man in the Stone Age could not 
help but note the close resemblance, 
and the more we studied the man the 
more this beenine apparent. The 
forehead was low and receding, the 
supra orbital ridges were sharp and 
prominent, the eyebrows were tong 
and shaggy, the eyes sharp and plere- 
ing, the nose gaddleshaped with a 
prominent tip, the lips large and pro- 
truding, and the chin massive and 
heavy.” 

Dr. Knox deser!bed him as having 
teeth formed and arranged like an 
ape’s, ears below thetr normal pcal- 
tion, and unusuaily long arms. His 
hands were remarkable in that each 
little finger had but two phalanges, 
making them virtually thumbs, that 
could be used with any other finger.
